vnto tt, the confluence of Fozreigne Ambaſſadours and Stran- 
gers thither, the oꝛdinary place foz Dur Courts of Juſtice, and re- 
ſozt of Our Mobilitie and Gentry there foꝛ thele occaſions; 
And fozeleeing that the honour, gouernment, health and ſafety of this Citie, was ok great 
conſequence vnto Us, and that Dur Royall Pꝛogenitoꝛs in fozmer times ( eſpecially Our 
' moſt Royall Father of bleſſed memozy,Kingl  » = s,+the moſt Excellent Pzinceſſe Queene 
ELIZABETH, in their times) by their Ropall Pꝛoclamations Had carefully pꝛouided foz the 
ſame, Mee, attoꝛding to thoſe woꝛthy examples, by Our RoyallPzoclamation did ſtraitly pꝛo⸗ 
uide againſt the erecting of Houſes x Butldingsbpon new Foundations, ⁊ the entertaining of 
Inmates, in and about this Citie, which would multiply the Inhabitants to ſuch an exceſſiue 
number, that they could neither be gouerned noꝛ fedd; And did alſo thereby giue Rules foz 
the Repairing and new Bultlding of antient houſes decayed, inſuch a comely manner, with 
Bꝛicke oꝛ Stone, as might bee foꝛ the Honour and ſafety of the Citie; And foz the putting of 
this Dur Commandement into due execution, Wee did make, and ſeuerall times renew 
Our Commiſſion directed to the Loꝛd Paioz of Our ſaid C itie, and diuers other perſons of 
honour and Wozth, grounding the ſame vpon rules of Law and Juſtice, as againſt publique 
and common Nuſances , alwell as vpon reaſon of State and Gouernement, all tending to 


the publique good of Our people: But that taking not ſo full effect hitherto as Wee expec- 
ted, Wee haue uow againe reſolued to renew that Our Commiſſion to-diners Honourable 
perſons, and others of wozth and vnderſtanding; And therefoze Wee doe hereby publiſh 
and declare Our Royall pleaſure and Command, That Our ſayd Commiſſioners foz 
that ſeruice , ſhall foozthwith aſwell by taking a view in their owne perſons from time to 
time, as by all other good wayes and meanes, enquire and finde out the offenders and of- 
fences done againſt the ſeuerall Pꝛotlamations made heretokoꝛe by Our ſaid Father, and by 
Our Selke, as againſt this pzelent Pꝛotlamation, and the ſame beeing lo found out, to 
make certificate thereof vnder their hands, oꝛ vnder the hands of two, oz moꝛe of them, to 
Our CEounſell Board, oꝛto binde them ouer to anſwere their contempts, either befoze the 
TLoꝛds of Our Pztute Councell, oz in Our Court of Starchamber , to the end that ſuch 
pꝛoteeding map bee Had 2 them, as map ſtand with Our Honour and with Our 
Lawes. 

And fo2 ſtay and pꝛeuention of the like offences hereafter, Our expzeſſe will and plea- 
ſure is, That where any perſon ſhall p:eſunie after the publication of this Pꝛoclamation, to 
erect, 02 ſet vp in any kind whatſoeuer , any Building vpon new Foundation Within the 
limits of thꝛee miles, from any ofthe Gates of the Citie of London oz Palace of Weſtminſter ; 
That the Owners of the Building ſo begun, and all the Wozkemen therein imployed.ſhall 
fo:thwith by foꝛce and vertue of Our Royal Commandement(without expecting any other 02 
further Warrant) be attached, & bought befoze ſome of Our ſayd Commiſſioners and Ju- 
ſtices of Peace, whom wee allo hereby require and command, to tommit them to Paiſon, vn- 
till they ſhall finde ſufficient Sureties fo: ſtay of theirſayd Building, as alſo foꝛ their appeas- 
rance befoze the Loꝛds of Pur Pzinie Countell, oz in Pur high Court of Starchamber.to 
anſwere ſuch their contempts, and to bndergoe ſuch Dentence, as by that Court ſhall bee 
gtuen againſt them, 

And fo2 ſuch as ſhall Hereafter Reedifie 02 bufld vpon old Foundations in any other ſoꝛt 
then is p2eſcribedtn Dur fozmer Pꝛotlamations, and by the Jnſtructſons herein expzeſſed , 
That alwell allſuch Builders, as the wozkemen therein imploped, ſhall bee attached like- 
wile and pꝛoceeded withall as afozeſayd, 

And whereas by Dur fozmer Pꝛoclamation Wee charged and commanded the Aldermen 
ofthe Citie of London, and their Deputies, in their ſenerall wards and Pꝛetincts, aslikewile 
the Juſtices of Peate, High and Petie Conſtables, and all other inferiour Offticers within 
theirſeneralllimits & Puriſdictions, happening within the ſeuerall Counties of Middleſex, 
Eſſix , Kent, and Surrey , That they and euery of them in their ſeuerall places and DOfft- 
ces reſpectinely , ould diligently and duelp attend to giue their vttermoſt ayde,helpe,and al⸗ 
ſiſtance actoꝛding to their dueties, foꝛ the due obleruante to ſeethis Dur Royallpleaſure (ſo 
much concerning the publique good) to bee duely executed and perfozmed ; And Where they 
oꝛ any of them ſhould finde any offence to bee committed againſt any Bzanch oz Article of 
the ſayd Pꝛotlamation to make ſtay thereof, and certifie the Commiſſioners oz the Lozds 
of Our Pꝛiuie Councell of the ſayd offences and offenders, it being now manifeſt, that ma⸗ 
ny of the ſayd offences haue been committed and done by the negligence oz tonniuentie of 
ſomeofthe Aldermens Deputies within the Citit of London ,F other inferiour Officers in the 
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Counties adiacent, in not attending Dur Tommaudement by timely ſaying thepzoceeding 
of ſuch new buildings. 

wee theretoꝛe doe hereby declare Our will andpleaſure to be, That where any Building 
ſhall bee begun contrary to this Our Pꝛotlamation, wee will take a ſtrict account there⸗ 
of, aſwell from the ſaid Aldermen, as the Juſlites of Peace afoꝛelapd, happening within their 
ſenerall limits and Jurildictions. 

And further Our will and plealure is, That alwel the Aldermens Deputies in their le⸗ 
uerall Pzecincts , as the high and Petie Conſtables, and Headbozonghs, and ocher inferiour 
Dfficersin their ſeuerall Pariſhes, and dwelling in oꝛ neere to the place Where any ſuchnew 
Bullding (hall happen to bee begun, contrary to the Tenour of this Our Pꝛoclamation; 
And they oz ſome ol them not attaching the perſon oꝛ perſons ſo offending, andnotbainging 
them befoze ſome of Dur Commiſſioners as afozeſayd, That euery fuch Aldermans Depu⸗ 
tie, high Conſtable. petie Conſtable and Headboꝛough, oz other inferiour Officers, ſhall be 
not onely remooued from their lenerall Places and Offices, but bee committed to the com 
mon Gaole of the Citie of London, and Counties of Middleſex, Eſſex, Kent, and Surry, re- 
ſpecttuely where ſuch offence 02 offcnces ſhall be committed; Aud euerpof them to bee bound 
with good ſureties foz his and their good behautour foꝛ one Whole yeere then after, to the end 
that byſuchtheir punichment, others may learne the better to perfozme their duties in this 
Our Dernice, 

And to the end that ſuch as doe tonfoꝛme in their building to the oꝛder and foꝛme pꝛelcri⸗ 
b:d by Us, map receiue due encouragement by hauing their Materials at reaſonable Rates 
and Pꝛites, Which Wee are infozmed is much inhanted and raiſed from the Pztces fozmer- 
ly ſetby Our Commiſſioners : It is therefoze Pur will and pleaſure, That Our Com- 
miſſioners foz Buildings doe call befoze them all and euery the Bzickmakers, and Lime- 
burners within thꝛee miles diſtant of London, asalſo ſuch as doe bzing any of the ſaid Ma- 
terials by land oꝛ water to the Citie of London, oz the places neere adiopning, and doe take oz 
der from time to time aſwell foz the reducing of the Putes thereofto fozmer,vſuall and reaſo⸗ 
nable Rates, oꝛ otherwiſe actoꝛding to their good diſcretions to bee by them ſet, as alſo fo: 
the pꝛelent and ſpeedy luppꝛeſſing of all and enery the Hulantes by them dayly committed 
in their leuerall pꝛofeſſions of Bzick making and Lime burning lo neere the Citie of Lon- 
don, and the parts and plates adiopning thereunto , and foz the ſelling of thoſe Patertals 
at and foꝛ reaſonable Rates and Pꝛites, accozding to the Articles hereafter following, 


F Irſt, wee doe ſtrictly charge andcommand, That no —— Houſes, Stables, Shops, 

Stalles, 02 any other Building whatſoeuer , bee from hencefoozth erected, oz attempted 
to bee erected within the Citie of London, oz the Suburbs thereof, oz within the diſtance of 
thꝛee miles to bee taken from any Gate of the ſayd Citie, oz from Our Palace at Weltmin- 
ſer, except it bee vpon the Foundation of a fozmer dwelling houle, oz ſuch ike Building, 
And ik any ſuch Building contrary to this Pꝛohibition ſhall hereafter happen to be begunne, 
that the lame bee foozthwith ſtayed from further pꝛoceeding, by the Alderman of the Ward, 
oꝛ by two of the next Juſtices of Peace, and aſwell ſach Builder, as the u8ozkemen em- 
ployed therein, committed to Pziſon, vntill they ſhall enter into ſufficient Bond, either to 
demoliſh , e pull downe that which is built, oꝛ to anſwere their contemptin our high Court 
of Starchamber , oz befoze the Loꝛds of the Puy Councell at the Councell Board, And 
the Conſtable of the Pariſh oz Plate, ſhall — to time in the firſt beginning of any 
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Tach Woꝛke oz building, gine notite to the Alderman of the Warde, oꝛ two next Juſtices 
of Peace , of any ſuch offence. and of the offenders therein, that this Pzoclamation map bee 
ſpeedily and freſhly put in execution, All Houſes, Sheddes, Shoppes, and other Buil- 
dings. Which haue beene butlded oꝛ ſet vp within the limits afozeſatd , at any time fithence 
the thirteenth peere of the Reigne of Our ſaidlate Father King « » = s of bleſſed memozy, 
contrary to any Pꝛotlamation publiſhed in Hts time, ſhall bee foozthwith pulled downe,as * 
is befoze directed touching other Buildings to be ſtaped oꝛ pulled doWne,andnoCellarserec- 
ted within the time laſt mentioned, to bee bſed foꝛ Lodgings, oz Uictualling Houles, but the 
Occupiers thereof to be ſuppꝛeſſed, and ſo to be kept by the Juſtices of Peace. 


IT Hat no perſon oꝛ perſons doe Erect, Reedifie, oꝛ ſet vp any Houle, oz Building in London, 
© 02 within the diſtance of thzee miles from any the Gates of the ſayd Citie of London, oz 
from Our ſaid Palace at Weſtminſter , vnleſſe he doe make all the vtter-uoalles of the ſame of 
Bꝛicke, 02 Bzicke and Stone; And that all Houſes and Buildings to be erected within the 
ſayd Citie, 02 in, oꝛ adiopning to any open Streete of any Towne oz Uillage out of the 
ſayd Citie , within the limits of thꝛee miles afozeſayd , ſhall bee built accozding tothe fozme 
and pꝛopoꝛtion hereafter in theſe pꝛeſents expꝛeſſed: (viz. ) Euery whole Stozy of and in ſuch 
Houles and Butldings,and all euerp the Roomes of ſuch whole Dtozy,ſhall be of the height 
of tenne foote of Allize at the leaſt, and euerp halfe Stozy of and in ſuch Houſes and Buil- 
digs, ſhall bee of the height of ſeuen foote and a halfe at the leaſt; And that in the foze- 
front, and all outward and diuiſion Walles betwirt houſe and houfe,andthe Jambes, Heads 
and ſoyles ofthe Windowes ſhall be of Bꝛicke, oz of Bzicke and Stone, and the windowes 
( being — not to bee put in vntill the Jambes and Heads atoꝛelaid bee fiuiched, and 
care mlſclues. 


A Nd if theſayd buildings doe not exteede two Stozies in height, then the walles there- 
of (hall be of the thickneſſe of one Baicke and halfe a Bꝛickes length attoꝛding to the aſſize 
of Biickes hereunder mentioned, from the ground vnto the vppermoſt part ofthe ſaid als, 
| And where the building ſhall be ol the height of thzee Dtozies, the wWalles of the firſt Stozyp 
\ (hall bee of the thickneſſe of two 2Bzickes length,and from thence vnto the vppermoſt part of 
the wall of thethickneſſe of one Bꝛicke and halle a bzickes length, and ſo pꝛopoꝛtionably, if 

there ſhall beemoze Dtoztes, | 


That, in building of the layd Houſesthere (hall bee no Jutties 02 Jutting, o2 Cantwin- 

dowes, either vpon Timber Joiſtes, oꝛ otherWiſe,but the walles to goe dirett and ſtraight 
vpwards, and at the ſetting of ,a water table to bee made; Allo the lights of the windowes 
of euery whole Stozy to bee of moꝛe height then bꝛeadth. to the end the Roomes may reteiue 
apꝛe fo: health, and there may bee ſuffictent Peeres of Butke, not leſſe then halfe the bzedth 
of the uatndowes betweene them foz ſtrength; And likewiſe the Windowes of euerp halfe 


Stoꝛp to bee made ſquare euery wap, oꝛ neere thereabouts. 


7 Hat all Shops and Streete dooꝛes be made with Pillaſters of Stone o2 Bꝛicke, to be in 

bꝛeadth fifteene inches at the leaſt, and as thicke as the wall of the Stoꝛp, and the heads 
of the Shop windowes cut in wedges, with Arches ouer them to luſtaine the wall aboue; 
And that none doe raiſe their firſt flooze to gaine height in their Cellars, ſo as they are 
thereby fozced to make ſteppes into the ſtreete : Pꝛouided alwayes, thatfoz ſo much as con- 
cerneth the building with Bzicke oz Stone, ſhall not extend to any 2Butldings bpon London 
Bridge, Which by reaſon of the ſituation thereof cannot With conuentencie be lo built, 


A Nd foz the better encouragement of Dur louing Subiects in their Buildings, accozding 
: to the direction of this P;oclamation : Mee haue thought fit to ſet downe thele oꝛders fol- 

lowing concerning the true makingand rating of the pꝛite of Bzicke, which is one ofthe pztn- 
B tipall Materials requiſite foz the ſatd buildings: (viz.) 


at whereof che 2Bzicke ſhall bee made, bee good and fit foz that purpoſe , The 
Tad — — to 1 Feaſts 1 5. Michael the Archangel, and s. Thomas

the Apoſtle , and the Tecond digging , caſting , oꝛ turning vp of the ſayd earth, to be at oꝛ be⸗ 
foꝛe the laſt day of Febꝛuarp then following; And that no perſon whatſoener doe pꝛeſume 


to digge oꝛ make any Bꝛicke in any place within one mile of the Gates ofthe ſatd Citie of Lon- 


don, 02 within one mile ok Dur Palace of weltminſter. 


T Hat thelaydearth bee ſufficiently and well wꝛought and tempered betoze it bee moulded, 

and the Bzickmakerscauſe no earth to bee moulded foz Bzicke , but onely betweene the 
Feaſt of the Annunciation of the bleſſed Uirgin Mary, and thelaſt day of Augult yeerely , and 
at no other time oz ſeaſon of the peere. 


T hat in the moulding of the ſayd 2Bzicke, the Moulds bee thꝛoughly and well filled, and 
not ſet in the Moulds in the ſaying downe; And that they be ſuffitiently and well dzyed be- 
foze they be put into the Kilne,and then carefully and thꝛoughly wel burned, ſo as foꝛ the aſſize 
euerp 2Bzicke being burned containe in length nine inches, in bzedth foure inches one quar- 
ter and halfe a quarter of an inch, and in thickeneſle two inches and one quarter ok an inch. 


That the pꝛite of Bꝛickes (being thus wzought and made in goodneſle , ſize, and man⸗ 

ner as afozeſayd ) ſhall not exceede the rate of eight ſhillings the thouſandat the Kilne; 
And ik any erceſſine rate be demaunded foz the carriage of the ſayd Bzickes from the Kilne to 
the place where they (hall bee to bee vled, the Commiſſioners foꝛ buildings to moderate the 
ſame, accoꝛding to equity in their good diſcretions ; And that no perſon oz perſons ſhall 
make, oz cauſe to bee made, within fine miles of any of the Gates of the Citie of London, noz 
bing by water 02 land, oꝛ vtter, ſell, oꝛ put to ſale within the ſaid Citie, oz any place 02 pla- 
ces within fine miles thereof, as afoꝛelapd, any Bꝛickes made oꝛ wꝛought contrary to the di- 
rections afozeſayd, noz ſell the ſame at any higher rate then is bekoze mentioned. 


T Hat no perſon oꝛ perſons within the ſapd Citie of London, oꝛ Within thꝛee miles from any 

the Gates thereof, oꝛ from Our Palace of Weſtminſter, ſhall in defrauding the intent of 
this Pꝛoclamation, ſuppozt oꝛ ſtrengthen any Buildings ſo ruinous and old, as are vnfit to 
bee continued, by digging of Cellars, and bzinging vp new bzicke walles, by erecting new 
Chimneys and Staire-caſes, by placing of pieces of Timber, by letting on new Roofes oz 
Rafters., and thzuſting out of Dozmers, knitting and faſtning together theſayd new ad- 
ditions vnto the old Timber, by Barres and Crampesof Jron , oz other like denices , vn- 
leſſe hee oꝛ they ſhall bee thereunto licenced and allowed by Our Commiſſioners foz Buil- 


dings, 


That no perſon o: perſons within the limits laſt afoꝛeſapd, do at any time oꝛ times hereafter 

pꝛeſume oꝛ attempt, to erect, couer, ouerlap, oꝛ intloſe any Houels, oꝛ other Sheds of Tim⸗ 
ber, with Reedes, Faggots, Hay, Straw, Boards, oz other Materials, oz doe rayſe vp any 
Wall, Pale, oz banke of earth, to which Sheds may bee added, oꝛ doe repatre oꝛ new make 
into the Streets, any manner ofbulkes, ſtalles, windowes, doo2es, oꝛ other offenſine iſſues, 
oꝛ doe alter oꝛ change the vſe of any dwelling houſe, oꝛ other building, to any mozenoyſome oꝛ 
offenſiue ble, end, oꝛ purpoſe then the lame was umployed befoze the time of the demoliſhing 
oꝛ altering the ſame , without the ſpectall licence and allowance of the ſayd Commiſſioners 
fo: buildings. And foꝛ that the dimding of houſes into leuerall tenements and habitations, 
and the letting part of houſes and chambers to Ynmates and vnderſitters, is no leſſe in- 
connentent then erceſſiue butldings alwell in regard ofſurcharge of people, eſpectally of the 
wozlt loꝛt, and fo2 bꝛeeding and ſpzeading of infectton , as otherwile, wee doe allo command 


thele Articles following to bee duely oblerued. 


T Hat no perſon oꝛ perſons within the Citie of London, oz thzee miles from any the Gates 
thereof, doe diuide any dwelling houſe by Leaſe, ſufferance, oz otherWile, into, oꝛ foz 
any moze tenements oꝛ dwellings then are at this pzeſent , oꝛ haue been heretoloꝛe vſed within 


the ſame by the ſpace of thirty yeeres laſt paſt, 


J Hat no perſon doe hereafter receiue into anp houſe, any Jumates oz vuderſitters , 0zany 
moze Familtes then one, |

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That noperſon oꝛ perſons whothall erecta new houle vpon, oꝛ within the pꝛetintts o an 
old foundation, ſhall d:uide the ſame into moze Tenements, oꝛ leuerall dwellings then were 
vled in the ſatd foꝛmer houles, . 


BY the due obſeruation of which fenerall Articles, as the vnifoꝛmity of the dulldings will 
bing much honour to the City, grace and oꝛnament, both to the ſtreets thereof, and to the 
neighbour townes; ſo the building with Bzicke oꝛ Stone will be moze durable, and moꝛe ſafe 
fromthe danger and caſualty ot fire: withall the reducing ot all ſoꝛts of houles to this oꝛder, 
and the pꝛelent remouing of Inmates and Underſitters actoꝛding to this direction, will in 
ſhoꝛt time diſcontinne, and take away the many Cottages, Dheds, and baſe places of habita- 
tions in By lanes, and backe Streets, whereby the City, Suburbes, and Contines will be⸗ 
tome moze ſutable, and leſſe ſubiett to that danger of ſickneſſe and infection, which by the vn⸗ 
whollſome peſter ing of multitudes of pooze people together. is now thꝛeatned againſt the 
ſame. And therefoꝛe We vpon mature, and deliberate conſideration taken of the , 
doe ſtraightly.charge # command, all and enery perſon perſons, of whatſoeuer degree,qua- 
ity, 02 condition he oz they be: That he, 3 every of them, doe well and truly oblerue 
and keepe, all and ſingular the Articles de 1 in all things to them reſpectinely be- 
longing, as they will auold Our high dilplealure, and ſuch further penalties and punich⸗ 
ments, as their tontempts and neglects herein ſhall demerit, and by Our pꝛerogatine ropall, 
oꝛ other wile may be inflicted vpon them.
